No. 1-CA (3 .1 )/69 — The following draft of certain 
amendments to the Chartered Accountants Regulations, 
1964, which it is proposed to make in exercise of the 
powers conferred by sub-sections (1) and (3) of Section 
30 of the Chartered Accountants Act, 1949 (Act 
XXXVIII of 1949), is published for information of all 
persons likely to be affected thereby and notice is hereby 
given that the draft will be taken up for consideration on 
or after the 20th May, 1960. 

Any objection or suggestion which may be received 
from any person with respect to the said draft before the 
date specified will be considered by the Coimcil of the 
Institute of Chartered Accountants of India, New Delhi. 
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la the said Regulations : — 

I. For the existing sub-regulation (1) of Regulation 
3 4 A, substitute for following : — 

(1) It shall be obligatory for every articled clerk enter- 
ing into service on or after the first day of January, 1967, 
to undergo postal tuition imparted by the Institute. Every 
articled clerk shall pay, alongwith the appropriate Form, 
such registration 'fee ah an articled clerk and such tuition 
fee, as may be fixed by the Council from time to time. 
The tuition fee may either be paid in a lumpsum or in 
such instalments and at such intervals as may be fixed by 
the Council. 

II. For the existing sub-regulation ( 1 ) of Regulation 
50 A, substitute the following : — 

(1) It shall be obligatory for every audit clerk enter- 
ing into service on or after the first day of January, 1967, 
to undergo postal tuition imparted by the Institute, Every 
audit clerk shall pay, alongwith the appropriate Form, 
such registration fee as an audit clerk and such tuition 
fee, as may be fixed by the Council from time to time. 
The tuition fee may cither be paid in a lumpsum or in 
such instalments and at such intervals as may be fixed by 
the Council.
